GUIDE TO CREAMERY COMPETITIONS 


1. Butter graded during the "Federal Grading Year" means all butter graded and 
included in the 1955 Federal Graders' yearly records, whether in 56 lb. boxes 
or 7 samples. 

2. The Federal grading report is based on total pounds graded. Make certain 
your advice form to Federal Graders' includes all butter in prints and solids 
and that all churnings are graded. 

N.B. If churning of butter should be missed from being graded through an over¬ 
sight by the purchaser, a certified statement to this effect must be submitted 
by the purchaser within 30 days to the Dairy Br., Dept, of Agriculture, Edmonton. 

3. In Sections 4, 6, 9 > and 20(B), the percentage of first grade or 93 score 
butter as determined from the federal grading report will be adjusted for 
ungraded churnings. Deductions will be made on the basis of churnings not 
graded. 

Example ; Creamery A shows 100$ first grade and 75*$ 93 score but 4$ churnings 
not graded. Revised score will then be: First Grade 100 - 4 = 9 6 $ 

93 Score 75 - 4 = 71& 

4. To qualify for competitions based on yearly gradings the plant must be in 
operation for at least 6 months and manufacture at least 100 churnings. 

5 . In Sections 4 and 6 creameries will be grouped as follows: 

Group 1 - Creameries which manufacture more than the Provincial average. 

Group 2 - Creameries which manufacture less than the Provincial average. 

NOTE : All weekly reports must show details on quality of cream churned. 

6 . In case of ties occuring among winners of Sections 4, 6 and 9 , percentage 
of 93 ’s and/or 94's made will settle final standings. 

7. The Competitions Committee has authority to make decisions on details not 
provided for in competition regulations.
